collects fees from vendors for the space used to set up the 
booths and displays while also setting up a large tent of 
their own filled with items donated by members of the 
congregation.

in doors this fall and w^inter may want to pick up Cran- 
berry Capers by Marion author Ann Liza Morse. The book 
is a collection of true stories pulled from the lives of Ms. 
Morse's family and ancestors in and around the Tov\^n of 
Rochester dating back to some of the area's earliest Eng- 
lish settlers in the 1620's. 

The book is broken dow^n into tw^o sections w^ith 
the first recalling the stories of Ms. Morse's immediate 
family and a second section devoted to the history of the 
area through the eyes of her family's ancestors. With a 
lineage that has roots in this area, and the country's begin- 
nings, Ms. Morse has plenty of material to draw from, 
telling her stories in a manner that pulls the reader in and 
leaves one with the sensation that they have just been 
privy to a trip back in time to the days of colonial settle- 
ments or the height of the cranberry boom in the first half 
of the twentieth century. 

Each anecdote rolls off the page and into the 
reader's subconscious with an easiness that can only be 
found in a well-written story that balances the details of 
an event with a human quality that transports the reader 
in time and place. Many of the stories are accompanied by 
illustrations by local artist David Blanchette, who fleshes 
out scenes from the book with the same loving attention 
to detail as Ms. Morse, complementing her words per- 
fectly. 

Many of the events covered in the book are 
benchmarks in the history of Old Rochester and the sur- 
rounding area. From the opening of the Bourne Bridge to 
the arrival of the second wave of European settlers, Ms. 
Morse's stories are told in a conversational manner that 
gives one the sensation of looking over each character's 
shoulder and becoming intimately involved as a part of 
the scene being described in each story.

engineering field and recently began a career in the public 
sector. 

When asked about his strengths, he cited his 
problem-solving skills, his extensive experience in finan- 
cial systems, and his ability to help people design major 
systems for major corporations. 

"I think I can apply those skills here to the benefit 
of the town,'' he said. 

When asked what changes or improvements he'd 
make if selected, he stressed the importance of increased 
communications between the Treasurer's office and both 
the public and other town departments.

everyone with respect, no matter how challenging they 
may be. 

As for areas of improvement needed within the 
Marion Town House, Mr. Marx felt having adequate cov- 
erage to serve the public is key. 

'T think at times service in the town has been 
uneven,'' he said. 'T think because we are a small town, 
coverage is an issue. There are times when there's no one 
available to greet the public. It gets to be a real problem 
when there's vacations, because we're already kind of 
thin in some respects. I think we need to have coverage 
for all windows as much as possible." 

The board next met with Gary J. Carreiro of West- 
port, who currently works as the Assistant Treasurer for 
the City of Fall River. 

Asked to cite his strengths, Mr. Carreiro noted he 
has extensive experience in computer hardware and soft- 
ware applications, is well-versed with the MUNIS munici- 
pal software system, and is very energetic and motivated. 

'T think in a nutshell, I present to a community 
the latest and greatest in technology that's out there for 
the Treasurer /Collector," he said. "I'm only 34 years old 
and I've worked six years for the City of Fall River. I'm 
young ... (and) I'm not afraid to ask questions, to learn, 
and to teach others what I know." 

When questioned about the major differences 
between a large city like Fall River and a small town like 
Marion, Mr. Carreiro said the financial workings remain 
very much the same. 

"I think financial stability is the key to any city 
or town," he said. "(Marion) is definitely different from 
where I'm coming from, but a debit is a debit and a credit 
is a credit. I'm very computer savvy and I'm well-versed 
in MUNIS so I can bring a great deal (to Marion).

noted he would like to meet with the town's financial 
team and get a good sense for where the town is at finan- 
cially. 

"Fd like to ... get a hold of the tax title, get a copy 
of the prior year's budget, get a sense for how the depart- 
ments run and see how I can help to process the day-to- 
day items,'' he said. 

He also noted they have biweekly meetings in 
Fall River with all the financial departments to discuss 
upcoming issues and concerns. 

"The phone is always going to ring — you can't 
avoid answering the phone, but you need to budget your 
time so that all calls are answered and all tasks are done," 
he said. "You have to manage it in such a way so that ev- 
eryone is satisfied ... but first and foremost, the taxpayer." 

Mr. Carreiro cited his greatest accomplishment 
in Fall River having been his creation of a complete cash 
book within Microsoft Excel. 

"I think having a good, solid working cash book 
is key to any Treasurer's job," he said. "That took about 
three years to enter all the data and have it reconcile to 
the ledger. In the end, the Department of Revenue (DOR) 
wants to see a balanced cash book." 

Although he has only worked as the Assistant 
Treasurer, Mr. Carreiro said "for all intents and purposes, 
I am the Treasurer for the City of Fall River. We hired 
a full-time Treasurer who is also the Finance Director. 
We're a team, but I do most of the Treasurer's functions 
and the day-to-day operations in the office." 

The board also questioned whether or not Mr. 
Carreiro has achieved his Massachusetts Collectors and 
Treasurers Association (MCTA) certification, which he 
said he has not. 

"I did take the MCTA test, but they don't tell you 
what you get," he said. "Fve taken (some of) the classes." 

Mr. Carreiro agreed he would pursue MCTA 
certification if hired, however. 

After concluding the final interviews, the board 
asked for input from both Mr. Dawson and Town Ac- 
countant Judith Mooney. 

"I think in the final analysis we have two really 
good candidates that come from different perspectives,"

Mr. Dawson said. "We have Mr. Marx who is essentially 
from the private sector ... on the other hand we have Mr. 
Carreiro who for the last six years has been the Assistant 
Treasurer in a fairly large city.

why Mr. Carreiro didn't pursue his MCTA certification 
while working in Fall River. 

"I wish (Mr. Carreiro) had his certification, but I 
think we've got to put it in perspective/' Selectman Jeffrey 
said. "Maybe it wasn't a priority in Fall River. He did 
say he took the test and missed it by a few points. Read- 
ing between the lines, I just got the feeling it wasn't a top 
priority. But I'm leaning towards (Mr. Carreiro). I think 
this is a job that Mr. Marx could do, but I just feel more 
comfortable with Mr. Carreiro coming in and getting the 
job done." 

"I think both of them possess the basic intellectual 
curiosity to see where improvements could be made," 
Selectman Henry added. "I would have concur that Mr. 
Carreiro is ready to run with his hardware and software 
experience ... (but) I'm a little bit troubled about the certi- 
fication, too. I would recommend we offer the position to 
Mr. Carreiro with the stipulation that he's expected to get 
certified. If he cannot accept the position, I would recom- 
mend Mr. Marx be considered the alternate." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to offer 
the position of Town Treasurer to Gary Carreiro and also 
voted to charge Mr. Dawson with negotiating a contract 
with him on their behalf. 

At 8:54 pm they voted to go into Executive Ses- 
sion to discuss contract specifics and would thereafter 
adjourn for the evening.

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order in the Marion Town House on 
Tuesday, September 4 at 7:00 pm by Chairman Roger 
Blanchette. Also present were Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, 
Selectman Jonathan Henry, Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson, and Secretary Helene Graver.

National Estuary Program to make a presentation on a 
proposed stormwater remediation project at Old Landing. 

"In December 2006, the Town of Marion applied 
for a stormwater remediation grant to improve pollution 
runoff from Front Street and Ryder Lane/' Dr. Costa said. 
'Tn the Spring of 2007 ... we (tentatively) awarded $15,000 
for conceptual designs for the site. If we come up with 
agreeable plans with the town, we would pursue funding 
for the project.'' 

According to Dr. Costa, there is a storm drain 
located very near Old Landing Wharf by Burr Brothers' 
Boatyard which is contributing to pollution discharge into 
Buzzards Bay, forcing the permanent close of the adjacent 
cove to the taking of shellfish. 

"There's lots of reasons to treat stormwater run- 
off," Dr. Costa said. "But we're mainly concerned with 
opening up the shellfish beds." 

One of the concerns, according to Dr. Costa, is 
the fact that Old Landing is just 2.5 acres whereas the last 
project completed at Island Wharf was nearly twice the 
size at 4.2 acres. 

Based on these factors. Dr. Costa's initial assess- 
ment was to reduce the pavement area wherever possible; 
use a biofilter along the south property line for Ryder's 
Lane runoff; and use tree boxes along Front Street to treat 
the Front Street runoff. 

The biofilter option would entail using equal 
parts town property and property owned by Tabor 
Academy to install a strip of vegetation and trees along 
the south facing parking area. The tree boxes would entail 
using equal parts town property and property owned by 
Burr Brothers' Boatyard to install 9 or 10 small boxed- 
based trees along Front Street. 

"The key question here is whether or not the 
Island Wharf Memorial Park would be disturbed at all,"

Chairman Blanchette said. 

''No, we never intended to disturb (the memo- 
rial)/' Dr. Costa said. 

"I, for one, think it's a good opportunity if we can 
tie this into our village loop project where we're going to 
tear up the roads (anyway)," Chairman Blanchette said. 

"I think people should understand that the fed- 
eral government has mandated that over a period of time 
(the town) has to remediate stormwater runoff," Select- 
man Jeffrey said. "Over a fairly short period of time we're 
going to have to address these problems." 

"My other concern is the Island Wharf project 
went overbudget ... something like $80,000 or $90,000 and 
the town had to absorb the overruns," Chairman Blanch- 



ette said. "People were upset about that, as was I. We had 
to take money out of the DPW budget and had to forgo 
some other projects around town." 

"My understanding when I first discovered (this 
project proposal was) there were three possible sites 
considered for this stormwater remediation," said Joseph 
Napoli. "I'm a little concerned, I'm a little suspect. I'd just 
like to make sure all the cards are on the table." 

"I can say Old Landing is not going to be dis- 
turbed — not one blade of grass," Chairman Blanchette 
said. "The other thing is, once we have a set of plans, we 
can have another public hearing and display the plans 
in great detail and we can then agree or disagree to go 
forward."

''This matter was discussed at a couple of our 
recent meetings ... (and) all of us consider (Old Landing 
Memorial Park) to be sacred ground and we do not want 
anything to happen to it/' added Benjamin D. Gushing 
Post 2425 VFW member Chris Byron. "As long as you can 
assure us of that, we have no objections to it proceeding." 

At 8:25 pm the board met with Lee Peck and 
Pompeo Casale of Earth Tech Engineering to discuss the 
planned regional County Road paving project. 

"The County Road project is a three-town initia- 
tive (between) the Town of Marion, the Town of Ware- 
ham and the Town of Rochester," Mr. Casale said. "We 
were asked to look at drainage issues along County Road 
... and we felt it would be an excellent regional project. 
We have existing plans of where the road is, and where 
the right-of-way is. The right-of-way varies anywhere 
from 45 to 70 feet. In order to be eligible for state and 
federal funding, we need to reclassify the road and we 
also need a vote of the board to move forward with a 25 
percent design." 

According to Mr. Casale, the town has already 
signed a contract and paid $38,000 for the initial design 
work out of its alloted Chapter 90 funds — Rochester 
has likewise paid $27,000; while Wareham pitched in the 
largest portion of $81,000. In order to move forward with 
the recommended 25 percent design plans, Marion would 
have to kick in another $31,750; Rochester $27,750; and 
Wareham $69,000.

With that, the board unanimously voted to allow 
Earth Tech to proceed to the 25 percent design level and 
to commit the $31,750 in Chapter 90 monies for the proj- 
ect. 

At 8:48 pm the board met with Fire Chief Rick 
Guerzoni to discuss the purchase of a used ladder truck 
for the Fire Department. The town has received a low bid 
from Brindley Mountain Fire Apparatus in Alabama of 
$171,000 for the apparatus. They are also offering a two- 
year warranty on the purchase. 

'T really think the focus of our discussion tonight 
centers around how we go about examining this piece of 
equipment,'' Mr. Dawson said, "and whether we need to 
engage an independent advisor to go inspect the truck. 
My recommendation would be to not have an indepen- 
dent inspector go down there ... Fm not sure it would be 
worth the expense. Brindley Mountain has also offered to 
pay for two representatives from the Fire Department to 
go down to inspect the truck prior to purchase.'' 

'T just think in this particular case it might be 
overkill," Selectman Jeffrey said. "Fm not sure paying 
$5,000 for an advisor is going to be worth it." 

"I believe in the process of having an independent 
third-party examination of the vehicle," Selectman Henry 
said. "It's an extremely complex piece of equipment ... I 
think hiring someone — even if it is $5,000 — would be 
well worth it."

Bill arrived in Marion with his wife Cookie in 
1946 to teach Spanish and French at Tabor Academy, 
where he also coached sailing and accompanied choirs.

For many years Bill has been a familiar figure 
in Buzzards Bay sailing his Herreshoff 28' Wings of The 
Morning and subsequently with is daughter Sue on their 
Herreshoff 15 Echo. 

A man of many talents. Bill, along with Cookie 
and family built the home on Holmes Street where he 
currently lives. Additionally, he assisted his daughter Sue 
and her husband Rich in building their home on Delano 
road.

It's hard to think of a greater stylistic mismatch than Halloween and Rob 
Zombie. Zombie's previous two films, House of 1000 Corpses and The Devil's 
Rejects (I am perhaps a minority of one in that I enjoyed both), were done up 
in his grubby-spastic grindhouse style, in which the camera jiggles so much 
you think the nlm has slipped its sprockets. John Carpenter's original 1978 
Halloween was clean, classical filmmaking, with the dread and suspense build- 
ing in those long, smooth, menacing takes. Zombie is too antsy a director to 
duplicate Carpenter's technique, and he doesn't even really try. For a while, 
I agreed to take this as Zombie's way of putting his stamp on this remake. 

But only for a while. Zombie frontloads his Halloween with backstory. 
Here, we see the origins of the madness of Michael Myers, the looming Shape 
who slashed his way through Carpenter's masterpiece and its progressively 
awful sequels. Michael, it appears, grew up in a luridly dysfunctional white- 
trash family — his mother (Sheri Moon Zombie) was a stripper, his stepfather 
(William Forsythe) a broken-down drunk as mean as a tick. Young Michael 
likes to kill small animals — "a warning sign of deeper problems," intones 
Michael's new shrink Dr. Sam Loomis (Malcolm McDowell, wearing a hilarious 
stringy wig in the early scenes). Do we really need to know this? Not hardly. 
Didn't we go through this earlier in the year with young, troubled Hannibal 
Lecter? When will people like Zombie learn that you shouldn't shine a light 
on the boogeyman? 

Like Brian Helgeland's Payback, Zombie's Halloween seems to locate 
itself in several different eras at once. The decor, the soundtrack (Michael's 
mom stripping to "Love Hurts"), Michael's KISS shirt, all scream 70s, but the 
attitudes and language are modern. Years later, after the adult Michael has 
escaped the asylum, we get an establishing shot of a truck stop and Rush's 
"Tom Sawyer" kicks in. Huh? Why? I think the movie is Zombie's Halloween 
scrapbook — it's stuck in the late 70s in some ways because that's when the 
original film made its mark on Zombie. He also drags in a parade of hor- 
ror-geek cameos — Ken Foree, Udo Kier, Tom Towles, Sybil banning. Even 
Danielle Harris, who played Michael's niece in Halloween 4 and Halloween 5, 
returns here as the free-spirited Annie, the sheriff's daughter. And the sheriff? 
Brad Dourif. At times it's like an all-star fan film. I kept looking for Forrest J.

Cute as a button but without much personality. Scout Taylor-Compton's 
Laurie Strode (whom Michael pursues for the film's last half) won't challenge 
Jamie Lee Curtis' scream-queen throne. It's not all her fault, though; Zombie 
really only has eyes for Michael. He spends so much time setting up Michael 
that there's not much time left to get to know Laurie and her doomed friends. 
Pauline Kael called Carpenter and Debra Hill's original script "pitifully ama- 
teurish," but it turns out they had a sense of structure that Zombie completely 
misses (or totally misses, according to Laurie's bubble-headed friend Lynda, 
who's still saying totally) . Zombie does have enough sense to include the famous 
Michael head-tilt upon surveying a freshly impaled victim, but then he forgets 
all about Dr. Loomis' classic speech (delivered with frightened resignation 
by Donald Pleasence); instead, he has Loomis point to the cover of the book 
he wrote about Michael and say "Look at his eyes! There's blackness in those 
eyes!" 

Maybe Zombie left out the speech because it concludes that Michael is 
"purely and simply evil," but in tnis film he isn't — he's just a toxic mix of 
nurture (or lack thereof) and nature. This Halloween has a far higher body 
count than the original — young Michael has killed three people, not just his 
older sister, before he's taken into custody — though it's not especially gory, 
just brutal. (As embodied by wrestler Tyler Mane, Michael will knock the 
entire house down onto you if he can't stab you.) The ending, if I'm not being 
too generous by calling it such, hits new lows of shrieking incoherence and 
doesn't come near the creepy elegance of the empty-houses montage that sealed 
Carpenter's film. I believe Zombie when he says he's a huge fan of Halloween, 
and I don't think he's tarnished the legacy any more than the last few sequels 
already did. But he's not right for this material, which demands a cool-headed 
formalist. Zombie is all about garish, gnarly grindhouse freakshows, and that's 
fine and fun, but it's not Halloween.

The Waterman School was located on Hartley 
Road where one of the old Waterman School buildings 
now serves as the current Rochester Fire Station at 59 
Hartley Road near the Rochester Memorial School. 

In 1859 there were eleven separate school districts 
in Rochester, each hiring their own teachers, examining 
pupils at the close of a term, paying bills, making repairs 
and providing supplies. A School Committee was estab- 
lished by 1868 and by 1869 the town report indie ates the 
district system was abolished and the School Committee 
took charge of the schoolhouses as well as employment of 
teachers.

The Waterman School was built in 1883 to accom- 
modate the growth in two of these districts, the Cushman 
and Davis School Districts. Old records state that the 
school was "on a conspicuous and beautiful situation near 
the residence of the late George Waterman (1805-1883) for 
$1,342.91. The lot was purchased from Calvin H. Randall 
for $60." 

In 1885 the Waterman School children gave an 
entertainment earning $7.55 and with the $2 the schol- 
ars and teachers earned by cleaning the building, they 
purchased a clock, map and pictures. An organ and a bell 
were secured by contributions of interested people. 

A one-room addition costing $2,282.12 was built 
on to the Waterman School in 1907. 

This district continued to expand and in 1932 the 
North Rochester Schoolhouse was moved to the Water- 
man location, renovated and enlarged on the easterly end 
with other minor repairs for $1,658.14. The Stuart School 
building was moved and joined to the North Rochester 
School building for $3,295. Neither of the Waterman 
buildings had toilet facilities, but a large outhouse with 
separate accommodations for the girls and boys stood on 
the property and was used until 1954. 

In early 1954 pupils were moved into the newly- 
constructed Rochester Consolidated (now) Memorial 
School which accommodated Grades 1 through 8. 

The north building was sold and moved away 
and the south building was given to the Rochester Fire 
Department in 1956 with an appropriation of $3,200 to 
make necessary alterations. The renovation of the build- 
ing continued in 1959 when we find Fire Chief D.L. Hart- 
ley thanking the department members for painting and 
renovation work, which has continued until the present 
condition was attained.
